‘Washington, June 23.—The rail- 
road labor board at Chicago has 
been urgently requested by Presi- 
dent Wilson to expedite its wage 
decision. ° : 

The president’s message resulted 
from the general unrest among rail- 
road workers over the wage ques- 
tion and the walk-out of yardmen 
and other employees at Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and other cities. Its 
text was not made public, but un- 
officially it was described as being 
of “ a forceful character.” 

Soon after the white house an- 
mnouncement of the president’s ac- 
tion, W. N. Doak, vice president of 


the Brotherhood of Railroad Train-. 


men, issued a warpfng that unless 
there was a settlement of the now 
year-old wage controversy by the 
end of this week, the situation prob- 
stay would be must worse than at 
present. 

The railroad labor board, Mr. 
Doak said, “is wholly responsible 
for the present bad situation.” , He 
added that the chiefs of the railroad 
brotherhootls desired the public to 
know “that this much heralded and 
advocated method of adjusting 
questions of this character, accord- 
ing to the present indications, is a 
rank and hopeless failure.” 

Whlilson’s Statement. 

At the same time Secretary Wil- 
gon, of the devartment of labor, de- 

ared in a formal statement that 

ile the labor board had had a big 
task to perform, it could “render no 
better public service in the existing 
situation than by coming t6 a 
speedier determination of the ques- 
tions at issue before it.” 

The labor secretary said that the 
railroad workers had been “ex- 
tremely patient under manifold dif- 
ficulties” and; that it would be a 
great victory for them and their of- 
ficial spokesmen “if they continue 
to exercise the same patience and 
the same courage until the railroad 
labor board has reached a decision, 
which everybody hopes will be at an 
early date.” | 

Mr. Doak, in his statement, said 
the railroad labor organizations had 
done everything reasonable to keep 
transportation moving and that 
they were now considering means to 
assist in every manner in prevent- 
ing workmen from leaving the serv- 
ice of the railroads, but that they 
‘knew full well that the men must 
be given substantial pay increases 
before their efforts could be suc- 

cessful. 
= Casts Slur on Board. 

The railroad labor board, he con- 
tinued, had been told of the serious- 
ness of the situation and urged, 
begged and pleaded with to meet 
the wage question, but “they ap- 
parently are not alive to their duties 
and responsibilities.” 

Secretary Wilson in making pub- 
lic his statement denied that the 
railroad strike had been discussed 
at the meeting of the cabinet with 
President Wilson yesterday, or that 
action on the strike was delayed 
after he had declared that the sit- 
uation was so improved that steps 
by the government were unneces- 
sary. 

After the cabinet meeting, Secre- 
tary Payne, who now is head of the 
railroad administration, stated in 
the presence of Secretary Wilson 
that he had made a report to the

that no action was taken after Sec- 
retary Wilson had stated that the 
situation was improving.

Chicago, June 23.—Everything Is 
being done to expedite the decision 
on wage demands of railroad em- 
‘ployees, the railway labor board 
said today. The board had not re- 
ceived. President Wilson’s messag 
requesting an immediate decisten 
late today, but after reading press 
dispatches from Washington, 
George W. Hanger, public repre- 
sentative on the board and chair- 
man of the publicity committee, an- 
nounced no statement would be 
made, as it might be construed as 
an apology for delay, and that the 
board had no apologies to make. 
. Public hearings were completed 
only two weeks ‘ago, Hanger 
pointed out, and the bosrd was now 
devoting all its time to considera- 
tion of the several hundred sched- 
ules which must be issued. 

The decision will be forthcoming, 
he said, “in a reasonable length of 

ne.” but he declined to define 
such a reasonable time. Members

BLOODY STREET 
RIOT CONTINUES 
IN LONDONDERRY 


Additional Barricades 
Erected During Tuesday 
Night, and Heavy Vol- 
leys Are Poured Over 
Them Wednesday. 


MALCONTENTS SEIZE 
MOST OF THE CITY 


Entire City Witnessing 
Reign of Terror—Five 
Sinn Feiners Killed by 
Machine Gun Fire. 


Londonderry, June 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Five Sinn Fein- 
ers were killed by machine gun fire 
employed to cover the removal of 
several protestants from Barrack 
street tonight, according to a mili- 
tary statement. 

There is a lull now (10:30 p.m) 


in the fighting. 
Scenes of the most terrible de- 


scription were enacted here last 
night and today. Many streets were 
swept by a murderous fire for six- 
teen hours continuously. One m@gn 
was killed and ten dangerously 
wounded in one section of the city. 
Several bodies are reported to be 
lying in Bishop street. Among the 
wounded was a young girl, and 
those who suffered slight injuries 
cannot be estimated. 

Sniping was indulged in on a large 
scale, and there was indiscriminate 
firing of rifles and revolvers all over 
the city. The principal conflict took 
place in Bishop street, where theer 
was a large concentration of Sinn 
Feiners in the neighborhood of 8t. 
Columba’s Catholic college and Naz- 
areth home. Sandbags were thrown 
up, from which astrong fire was di- 
rected at the unionists in Barrack 
strect. There was a Vigorous ex- 
change of fire and many casualtiés 
resulted on both sides. / 

Fierce Fighting. 

Meanwhile, trouble had broken 
out on an extensive scale in the re- 
gion of Longtower street and Bish- 
op’sG ate, where there were fierce 
and prolonged exchanges. Sinn 
Feiners occupying positions on roofs 
sniped isolated unionists. The .sol- 
diers and police were on duty but 
were unable to intervene effectively. 

The police in Bishop street bar- 
racks, Within the battle zone, were 
Virtually besieged. Many passersby 
were wounded and it is reported 
some were killed, but it is abso- 
lutely impossible to get correct de- 
tails. 

A confectioner named McKenna 
was killed at the corner of Henri- 
etta street, a few yards from his 
own door, 

Among today’s casualties was an 
elderly man named Whiteside, who 
was accompanied by his son and 
daughter. They were passing through 
Bishop street, and all of them were 
shot. 

During the course of the night 
there was savage fighting in the 
waterside district; the rival factions 
were intrenched in Cross street and 
Bond street, both of which were 
barricaded. 

Snipers were busy until 1 o’clock 
this afternoon, and contingents of 
troops had to be moved into various 
streets which until then were im- 
passsable to citizens. The streets 
had the appearance of a battle- 
ground. Sandbags were thrown up 
by sleepy soldiers almost in a 
state of exhaustion after the nights’ 
vigils. It is expected that troops 
are coming by road, but no rein- 
forcements have yet arrived. 

In Outling Districts.

. reign of terror Londonderry 
has been experiencing ‘without re- 
spite since Friday last. The casual- 
ty figures from day to day are 
alarming enough, but they picture 
only the shadow of the grim reality. 
The truth is, none of the 40,000 in- 
habitants has been safe since the 
rioting began. 

The city is virtually controlled by 
extremists of the unionists and na- 
tionalists, who probably number 
under 500. They fire volleys down 
the, streets without warning and, 
apparently, without reason, and the 
citizens are thus put in a state of 
continuous panic, sallying forth 
only when the procurement of. food 
becomes absolutely necessary. Many 
shopkeepers have suspended busi- 
ness and have taken refuge on the 
top floors, of thier business prem- 
ises for saefty. * \

SERIOUS PLIGHT 
THE TREASURY 


Speaker Holder Urges 
That Every Class of 
Property Be Made to 
Bear Just Share of Load. 


CARSWELL DECLARES 
' CONDITION IS NORMAL 


As Temporary Remedy, 
He Advocates Use of 
Highway Fund — Cites 
Report of Wright. 


That the lawmakers must give 
early and dispassionate attention to 
the financial condition of the state 
and the needs of her institutions, 
was urged upon the house yesterday 
morning, shortly after it met at 9 
o'clock (Atlanta time) by Speaker 
John N. Holder and Chairman George 
H. Carswell, of the appropriations 
committtee. 

The speaker referred to the work 
of last year, declaring that after ad- 
journment, he had been in receipt 
of many letters lauding the general 
assembly for its splendid accom- 
plishments. He spoke of the five 
vacancies that have occurred since 
that time, and paid a high tribute to 
those whose faces will be missed this 
year. Continuing, he said: 

- beligve that we will discharge 
our duties this year as efficiently, 
faithfully and satisfactorily as last. 
We are told that the financial con- 
dition of the state is deplorable, the 
treasury almost . empty—without 
funds sufficient to meet current ob- 
ligations. This is a matter of such 
serious concern to the state that 
you will give it your first considera- 
tion. 

‘There are many worthy causes 
presented by the representatives of 
the tate educational and eleemosy- 
nary institutions which will appeal 
to you. But there is one class to 
whom you should give specal con- 
sideration, the taxpayers of Geor- 
gia. The outlook of the farmer is 
not a fair one. His crop prospects 
are gloomy. With a small crop, he 
will find it difficult enough to meet 
his numerous. obligations, Not one 
penny more of burden should be 
placed upon the property now on the 
tax books of the state, nor should 
the legislature for one moment con- 
‘sider an increase of the tax rate, 

“According to ‘the tax commis,, 
sioner’s report, there are millions of 
dolid?s of so-called invisible prop- 
erty not-~on the tax books and bear- 
ing not one cent of the burden of 
government, ‘It will be your duty to 
remedy this situation and see that 
every class of property bears its 
just share of the load. It is a great 
question, but you have solved other 
great questions, and I have confi- 
dence that your patriotism and judg- 
ment will find a solution for this. 
Keep ever in your minds the little 
home-owner back in your county, 
and do not do anything to make life 
harder for him than it is.

“Instead of being pictured as a 
ragged beggar, our state should’ be 
painted as a maiden fair, pointing 
with pride to her various institu- 
tions and showing what things she 
has done for her pcople.” 

Representative Carswell secured 
unanimous consent to correct, he 
declared, the impression that the 
present condition of the treasury 
was abnormal. He said that it was 
due to thé fact that by far the 
greater part of the revenue for 1320 
had not been collected and would 
not be due until near the end of 
the year, while the appropriations 
had to be met to keep the state in- 
stitutions open. The same situa- 
tion occurred each year, he said, 
He cited the report of Comptroller 
General Wright to show that there 
would be a balance of $400,000 of 
1920 revenue over last year’s 1920 
appropriations, basing it on an es- 
timated increase of $2323000,000 of 
tax returns. 

Iie teok practically all hope out 
of this picture, however, when he 
added the state stood to lose $600,- 
000 if the case involving the oil and 
fertilizer fees were decided against 
it, and that the legislature was ab- 
solutely committed to an additiona: 
appropriation of $500,000 to pay the 
confederate pensioners, added to the 
rolls by the service pension consti- 
tutional amendment. The applica- 
tions for these pensions had already 
been approved and the applicants 
were waiting for their money, he 
said. 

When he went further and de- 
clared that the, budget commission, 
of which he is a member, had ur- 
gent requests pending before it for 
more than a million dollars of ap- 
propriations over those of last yeas, 
the really critical nature of the sit- 
uation was apparent. Mr. Carswell 
said that the state sanitarinm show- 

that it must have $100,000 ad- 
ditional to care for the unfortunates 
committed to it. Other state insti- 
tutions were asking for increases 
agrregating more than  $600.900. 
which they represented as essential 
to their continuing efficiency. | 

Preposed Temporary Remedy. 

Mr. Carswell proposed a tem- 
porary remedy for the situation. He 
said that there was now $1,400,000 
idle in the treasury to the credit 
of the state highway board. This 
should be turned into the treasury 
to be used as other funds are used 
and paid back to the highway com- 
mission when the taxes for 1926 
were collected in the fall. 

“If you do this.” he added, “you 
will not have to walk back home 
and the rovernor can pay the state's 
bills. The money can and will be 
paid back to the department in the 
fall, which is as early as they can 
use it.” 

Mr. Carswell said that he made 
this suggestion as a friend of good 
roads and of the hichways admin- 
istration. The temporary use of 
this monev for other purposes, he 
said. would tide the state over a 
difficult situation and would not In- 
convenience the highway depart- 
ment at all. 

Representative John P. Knight. 
of Perrien. secured consent to repiv 
to Mr. Carswell. He said that the 
end of this year would find the 


state with a deficit of $1,750.00

Anti-Bone Dry Forces

New York, June 23.—Indictment 
of Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany hall, and five others on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud 
the United States by falsifying in- 
come tax returns and attempted 
intimidation: of Louis N. Hartog, a 
wealthy manufacturer, through 
criminal prosecution, was announced 
here today. The indictments, which 
were returned secretly by the ex- 
traordinary grand jury yesterday, 
came a8 a great surrpise. Murphy 
is now on his way to the democratic 
national convention at San /Fran- 
cisco. 

Others indicted with Murphy were 
Assistant District Attorney James 
E. Smith, one of the central fig- 
ures in the “vice war” between the 
district attorney’s office and the 
police department; John A. McCar- 
thy, former business partner of 
John Murphy, brother of the Tam- 
many leader; Arthur J. Baldwin, a 
lawyer; Ernest B. Walden, vice 
president of the Corn Products gom- 
pany, and the Corn Products com- 
pany itself. Bail for each deefnd- 
ant wae fixed at $1,000. 

Charge Intimidation. 

Murphy is charged among other 
things, with trying to intimidate 
Hartog into settling a $10,000,000 
damage suit brought against the 
Tammany leader after the latter is 
alleged to have withdrawn promised 
financial support in a glucose prod- 
uct firm in which Hartog was in- 
terested. The indictment alleges 
that Murphy threatened to accuse 
Hartog of arson, to expose to his 
wife his alleged secret relations 
with Another woman, send him to 
jail for offenses he did not commit 
and ruin his business. 

Hartog, the tndictment sets forth, 
procured ‘a $7,000,000 order for his 
product from the British  govern- 
ment during.the war. He found dif- 
ficulty in acquiring the necessary 


amount of glucose to complete the 
order. He then secured the aid of 


Murphy through. whose influence, | 


he ladiotment’ tdeites. the needed 
ngredients was.obtained from the; 
Corn Products company. ™ 

Disagreed. 

Hartog and Murphy later dis- 
agree(l over business matters and 
Murphy sued Hartog to recover 
$125,000 invested in the manrnufac- 
turers’ company. Then Hartog sued 
Murphy, the Corn Products com- 
pany and Baldwin to recover §$10,- 
000,000 profit he said he had lost 
through withdrawal of Murphy’s 
pledged support, asserting he no 
longer could get glucose from .the 
Corn Products company. 

Hartog was summoned to As- 
Sistant District Atterney Smith’s 
office while these court actions 
were pending. Hartog alleges 
Smith summoned him to force him 
to pay Murphy his $125,000, but 
Smith claims he issued the sum- 
mons for Hartog sblely in the in- 
terest of prosecution of sugar prof- 
iteers. Hartoeg’s brother was fined 
$5,000 in federal court for. sugar 
profiteering, but Smith gave Har- 
tog himself a clean bill. 

The indictment charges that on 
April 5, 1918, in order that Muryphy 
should obtain a larger income and 
a quick return on his investment, 
James E. Smith and others unlaw- 
fully and corruptedly combined to 
defraud the government of moneys 
due it by filing with the collector 
of internal revenue misleading and 
false entries as to the records of 
business.

San Francisco, June 23.—A volun- 
teer construction corps of platform 
builders was busy today whittling 
out planks which they  belleved 
would meet the needs\of the demo- 
cratic national convention in ex- 
pressing its vicws as to pr" ‘ition 
enforcement. Leaders, includjng 
Chafrman Cummings, of the national 
committee, were in agreement that 
this question would monopolize the 
center of the convention stage un- 
til it was settled. Mr. Cummings 
expressed the opinion that it would 
be the only issue to be cadrried to 
the convention floor. 

Informal discussion by delegates 
showed several. schools of thought 
among the anti-bone dry advocates 
as to how the question should be 
approachec. They vary from tie 
gtates’ rights stand taken by Gov- 
ernor Edwards, of New Jersey, to 
proposals that congress be urged to 
proceed directly toward modifying 
the one-half of one per cent ajco- 
hol content restriction of the Vol- 
stead enforcement act so as to ljft 
the ban from beers and light wines. 
The most pronounced movement at 
the moment, however, and the one 
which appeared today to have taken 
the most definite shape was that 
originating in Washington and de- 
signed to offer a basis on which 
anti-bone dry forces could concen- 
trate. Personal liberty will be the 
slogan of advocates of this compro- 
mise plank. . | 

Mr.-Cummings was *mpnhatic’ to<« 
day in defining the question to be 
Solved as not a prohibition issue, 
but merely expression of the par- 
ty’s attitude as to the Volstead en- 
forcement act. 

Nunterous Issues. 

There were numerous other issues 
on which there would be difference 
of opinion before the resolutions 
committee, Mr. Cummins thought, 
including profiteering, the indus- 
trial plank, touching relations be- 
tween capial and labor, he Irish 
question, and others, but no present 
prospect that they could be not har 
monized in committée. A minority 
report is to be expected only on the 
so-called “beer plank,” it was agreed 
and that will throw the fight into 
the convention itself. 

The Washington enforcement 
plank was drafted in circles in close 
touch with'the administration. it 
is understood to have been drawn 
irom the personal liyerty angle and 
to advocate in general terms a lib- 
eralization of, the Volstead act.

DIXIE GOVERNOR 
T0 CALL SPECIAL 
SUFFRAGE SESSION 


In Response to. Appeal 
From President Wilson, 
Tennessee Assembly 
Meet Will Be Held. 


GOVERNOR ROBERTS 
WILL TAKE ACTION 


He Has Not, However, 
Received Original Mes- 
sage From President 
Asking Him to Issue 
Summons. 


Knoxville, Tenn. June 23.—Govr- 
ernor A. R. Roberts announced here 
tonight that he would call a_special 
session of the Tennessee legislature 
for action on the federal suffrage 
amendment in, ample time for the 
women to vote in the November 
election. 

This announcement was made 
after the governor had been shown 
a copy of the telegram sent him 
tonight by President Wilson urging 
such action. | 

The governor declined to com- 
ment on the constitutionality of 
such action, saying it is in the 
hands of Frank M. Thompson, at- 
torney general, who has the mat- 
ter up with the federal department 
of justice. 

“It is purely a federal matter and 
not a state question,” said the gov- 
ernor, “and I have nothing to do 
with that end of it.” ; 

It has been felt all along that 
the governor would call the spe- 
cial session of the legislature to 
act on the suffrage amendment, but 
tonight was the first formal an- 
nouncement he had made of ‘his in- 
tention. 

Supplied With Copy. 

The governor had not yet received 
the telegram, which was addressed 
to him at Nashville, and he read 
with keen interest the copy which 
the Associated Press carried early 
in the evening.

PRESIDENT WILSON 
ISSUES APPEAL. 

Washington, June 23.—President 
Wilson tonight sent’ a telegram to 
Governor Roberts, of Tennessee, 
urging that a special session of the 
Tennessee legislature be called to 
act on the federal suffrage amend- 
ment, 

The president in his telegram said: 

“It would be a real service to the 
party and to the nation if it is pos- 
sible for you under the peculiar 
provision of your state constitution, 
having in mind the recent decision 
of the supreme court in the Ohio 
case, to call a special session of the 
legislature of Tennessee to consider 
the suffrage amendment. Allow me 
to urge this very earnestly.” 

The state constitution of Tennes- 
see has a provision prohibiting ac- 
tion by the state legislature on a 
federal constitutional amendment 
except when the legislature taking 
the action has been chosen at an 
election in which the proposed 
amendment was an issue. Some le- 
gal authorities have been quoted 
as holding that such a provision 
was invalidated by the supreme 
court’s recent decision in the Ohio 
referendum case.

Complete Vacuum 
Of State Treasury 
Stops Salaries 


For the first time in the memory 
of the present generation, the state 
treasury suspended payments yes- 
terday so far as salaries of capi- 
tol officials were concerned. Sev- 
eral state house officers called at 


the treasury during the day to draw 
on their salary accounts, as their 
Nnabit js, and were almost swept off 
their et when, Cashier Herbert Y. 
Walker told them thet there was 
“nothing doing.” He said that the 
funds in the treasury were absv- 
lutely exhausted with the exception 
of the motor vehicle fund and the 
money set aside for the sinking 
fund and interest on the public debt 
due July 1. 

It does not appear that any mem- 
bers of the general assembly called 
for their per diem on the first day 
of the session as they sometimes do, 
out, had any called, they would cer- 
tainly have been sent away empty- 
handed. 

When the treasury opened Wed- 
nesday morning there was an avail- 
able balance of $13,050.35 with which 
to pay warrants presented by the 
governor and in the hands of the 
treasurer amounting to yt tee 
Treasury receipts during the course 
of the day amounted to $22,882.33, 
coming chiefiy from gross premium 
taxes from insurance companies 
whith are due July 1. 

To offset receipts, however, ad- 
ditional warrants had been present- 
ed by the governor as follows: $14,- 
277.83 in favor of the state sani- 
tarium for June maintenance ac- 
count; $15,000 for state sanitarium 
on a special appropriation which 
has been some time overdue; and 
$3.¢00 for the state board of health.

There is a strong 
sentiment here to make the nomina- 
tion prior to che report of the reso- 
lutions committee, thereby giving 
the committee the full week prac- 
tically to thrash out the three wt 
that will be the controlling factors 
in the same, league, liquor and 
labor. : 

Palmer Leading. 

Chairman Cummings has agreed, 
however, to leave it to a vote of 
the candidates, and it is problem- 
atical as to what will happen. Pal- 
mer and Cox will favor the nom- 
inations before the platform, but 
the dark horse candidates ‘will, so 
far as heard from, oppose it. Owen 
has already issued a Statement op- 
posing the propositions. 

Incoming delegations do not 
change the situation as to strength 
for the nomtnatlon for president.

Charles O. Cates, and that he 
was brutally whipped several times 
during the period of his sentence. 

Alvin Huff, a guard, Young gaid, 
reported to the warden that he had 
cursed at table, and he was given 
fourteen licks without opportunity 
of explanation or eVen being ques- 
tioned. After this punishment, 
Young says Huff sat upon his head 
while Bob Guest, another guard, sat 
upon his feet and Cates struck him 
ten additional’ blows with a heavy 
leather strap, three ply, three feet 
long, and with a handle one and a 
half feet long. He had on double 
shackles all the time he was on the 
Fulton gang, Young says, and 
worked in the blacksmith shop 
there. He says his father is F. B. 
Young, a foreman blacksmith at 
the Belwood camp in Fulton county, 
where he has been during five years 
past. : 

Young also says that he saw prise 
oners whipped unmercifully by 
Cates, oftentimes six or seven men 
being punished in a single day. 
Some of these were struck as many 
as thirty-eight licks, he says, and 
among others who were punished 
was Billy Lipe, now a‘trusty on the 
Sumter county chairgang and who 
is serving a five-year sentence for 
automobile stealing. 

Young says Lipe

“ne the Monterey Gas and Electric Light case, the President of the California Com- 
mission said: » ' 

“That there is a program on the part of large financial concerns interested in 
public utility securities, particularly in the stock of public utilities for which ordinarily 
no money has been paid, to exaggerate the value of these public utilities, in my opinion, 
admits of no doubt . 

“The uniform practice has been in the past to construct these porperties largely 
from the s of bonds, and to give as bonus the stock of the corporation, except 
that which should be withheld by the promoters. 

“Thus the actual property cost originally has been less than the face value of the 
outstanding bonds—to say nothing of the stock—because under this method the bonds 
usually sold at less than par. The problem of tnose in control, therefore, has been to 
pay the bond interest and gradually build up a value behind the stock which originally, 
of course, had no value. Now they find themselves halted in this program.. 

“Almost frantic endeavors, therefore, are being made to persuade public authority 
to place values upon the property of these utilities which will be sufficient to cover 
these bonds and leave, if not enough to represent par for the stock, at least enough to 
represent something, otherwise such stock will be seen to have no value. 

“Furthermore, many. of these utilities expect, and I imagine a great many desire, 
public ownership of their properties. | 

“In anticipation of such public ownership, in rate investigations, they do not have 
the rate inquiry alone in mind, but with an eye to the future seek for this reason, too, 
to impart elements of value that have no other foundation. than in the desire of the 
utility to get the highest price for its property.” é‘

public utilities, or engaged in the industrial use of water powers.” fits 

Of these financial institutions, the Secretary said: 

“Every company is directly or indirectly related through directors, to every other company.” —_ 

The secretary listed the public utilities in which this related group of banks, trust companies, etc., 
were interested. Every one of the corporations listed was a member of the related group of utilities 
mentioned above. |

ment and plants, to the banks and trust companies, which finance the deals, and houses, which buy and sell 
securities, they formed a gigantic net of wheels within wheels, covering the whole United States from coast 
to coast, and from the Canadian line to the Gulf, with nerve strings reaching out to Canada and across the 
seas to London. :

Sensational testimony, purporting 
to show that negroes are being 
held virtual slaves on several large 
plantations in south Georgia, is 
promised at the trial of Willard 
Connell, wealthy farmer of Pike 
county, who will face the federal 
and district court in Atlanta in a 
few weeks, following his indictment 
and arrest on charges of peonaége, 
it was stated Wednésday at the of- 
fice of the district attorney. 

The indictment against Connell, 
which was returned June 9 by the 
federal grand jury for the northern 
district of Georgia, alleges that 
Connéll unlawfully arrested and de- 
tained Cornelius Alexander, a ne- 
gro, in a state of bondage. Connell 
was arraigned Tuesday before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner W. E, Mar- 
tin at Macon and was released to 
appear before Judge .Samuel H. 
Sibley for trial under bond for 


$1,500. . 
Negro Found Dead. 

The negro in question mysterlous- 
ly disappeared several weeks ago, 
and federal investigdters of the 
department of justice have exhumed 
a body in a badly decomposed con- 
dition near’ Hollinsville, in Pike 
county, which, according to the 
district attorney, has been identi- 
fied as that of the missing man. In 
one side of the skull was a bullet 
hole. The supposed murder is now 
being investigatéd. 

Alexander came to Atlanta in Au- 
gust, 1919, with a badly bruised 
head, and appealed to the district 
attorney “for protection against 
Beecher Connell, who, according to 
the negro, had beaten him because 
he -refused to obey an order of Wil- 
lard Connell. 

Alexander was advised not to re- 
turn to his Pike county employers, 
and he went to Douglasville, where 
he obtained work in a garage. On 
February~4 he was arrested there 
by Willard Connell and Sheriff Wil- 
liam Marsh, of Pike county. He 
was confined in the Zebulon jail 
until Philip Moore, a tenant of the 
Connell plantation, secured’ hig re- 
lease and took him to work for him. 
Moore told the grand jury that he 
paid Robert $22.50 a month for 
Alexander’s services, while the ne- 
gro received no wages. 


Working for Farmer. 


In 1918 the negro was 4vorkin 
for Matt Bottom, a Concord Mpbaotemg 
in order to pay an indebtedness of 
$40, and in November of that year 
was turned over to Franklin Huff, 
who, it is said, assumed a debt of 
$175 which Bottom claimed Alexan- 
der owed him. 

In December of 1918 he was turn- 
ed over to Robert Connell, who as- 
sumed the debt and agreed to pay 
the negro $20 a month, provided it 
was applied in payment of the debt. 
The tollowing August was when he 
ran away from the Connell plan- 
tation. Willard and Beecher are 
eer: of sere Connell.

CONSUMPTION TAX 


Substitution for Income and 
Excess Profits Taxes 
Advocated.

Washington, June 23.—Substitu- 
tion of a “sugar coated” consump- 
tion tax for the present income and 
excess profits taxes was advocated 
by Theodore P. Price. of New Yor 
city, editor of Commerce and Fi- 
nance, in an_address today before 
the City club. The tax snould be in- 
cluded in the selling price, he said, 
and thus would not be apvarent to 
those paying it. © 

The present system of taxation is 
not equitable, Mr. Price asserted, 
and has the effect of increasing the 
cost of necessities to those having 
moderate incomes. 

“Our domestic trade for the year 
1918 is estimated at $68,000,000,000, 
Mr. Price continued, “and our for- 
eign trade in the same year was 
$9,180,600,000. 

“This total of about $78,000,000,- 
000 represents, as I understand it, 
the value of the merchandise pro- 
duced and sold at home or abroad 
and imported for sale here. 

“In its progress from the pro- 
ducer to the consumer this. mer- 
chandise changes hands an average 
of at least four times. This gives 
us a total of over $300,000,000,000 as 
a basis upon which to calculate our 
tax rate. Two per cent upon this

s 
000,000,000, which is more than we 
need and far more than @ve realize 
now from the income and excess 
profits tax.” 


New Peanut Mill Saves 


Labor of Picking Nuts 
And Utilizes Vine 


Macon, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
A peanut mill which will utilize every 
part of the vine is to be installed by 
the National Milling Company of 
Macon between now and October 1, 
according to announcement made to- 
day. The ,mechanical equipment, 
which will be modern in every way 
and cost in excess of $300,000, has 
already been.ordered. The mill will 
have a capacity of 60 tons of pea- 
nuts per day. 

The machinery Includes a separa- 
tor which will take the peanuts from 
the vines. grading and shelling the 
nuts, baling the stalks and leaves 
as hav, and crushing the smaller 
nuts for oil and peanut meal, and 
the hulls for meal to be used in 
feeds. The new process will elimi- 
nate the labor of picking the per- 
nuts. heretofore a hindrance in the 
commercial handling of the product.

Shopmen in 
the employ of the Central of Geer- 
gia railway have served notice on 
the-mayor and council that they will 
quit their work here and move to 
other cities unless arrangements can 
be made to give them relief from 
the “rent hogs.” The suopmen claim 
their rentals have beén increased in 
amounts ranging from $15 to $zv 
a month this year, while they: have 
also been made to pay other in- 
creases from year to year. 

With a view to seeing What can 
be done about the matter, Council 
has. named a committee of/ three, 
composed of Aldermen Smith, Haden 
and Hummel, to confer with the 
Bibb county representatives in the 
legislature. 

Macon tenants are more thor- 
oughly aroused at the present time 
than they have been before. While 
there were some complinats when 
rents were boosted last year, it was 
generally recognized that they 
might have been justified at that 
time, but the majority of those af- 
fected fail to see why there should 
be increases every year. 

One reason assigned for an addi- 
tional advance in rents this year is 
the fact that the city of Macon has 
increased assessments, property for- 
merly returned at $2,500 being raised 
to $3.000.

New York, June 23.—Lacking 
guidance from any constructive 
quarter, today’s session of the stock 
exchange was dull and superficial 
from the irregular opening to the 
apathetic close.

New York, June 23.—For the 
present the stock market is in the 
doldrums. The volume of business 
transacted from day to day, and 
the swing in prices are both unim- 
portant. For a long pull it is un- 
doubtedly a good time to buy stocks, 
and Il am not alone in this view, 
for my readers will recall that | 
have been optimistic right along. 
It is significant that there is very 
little talk of panic now, and that 
bankers themselves are issuing more 
optimistic statements than tor some 
time past. 

One prominent banker with whom 
I have conversed recently aseured 
me of his belief that this was the 
time to buy, and said that the pu»- 
lic was not in the market and had 
pretty thoroughly liquidated its 
holdings within the last few months. 
These stocks are now in the hands 
of the big operators who will reap 
the profits when the publjc once 
more enters the market, which, in 
all probability, it will do within the 
next few weeks. 

This same banker said he expect- 
ed the announcement of an increase 
in freight rates by July 15, which 
would relieve the railraod strain, 
inspiring more confidence generally 
in railroad affairs. 

The market is due for an upturn 
almost any time, although hardly 
before the democratic nomination 
has been made. The news from 
Washington that President Wilson 
had asked the labor board at Chi- 
cago to hurry up with its decision 
on the increase in wages for ralil- 
road employees will undoubtedly al- 
lay a good .deal of the unrest and 
impatience among the trainmen. 

It must be borne in mind that 
when Increases in wages were hand- 
ed out so freely during the period 
of government control some ratl- 
road employees were practically 
| overlagked. Among them switchmen 

and some grades of trainmen. These 
are adjustments which should be 
madé promptly, the engineers and 
conductors, however, being already 
well paid. 

Some statisticians have figured 
out that instead of an increase to 
equalize wares with the. cost of 
living on the ratio of 1918 stand- 
ards, there shovld actually be a 
reduction. It will undoubtedly be 
found that the inequalities in wage 
scales are causing more unrest than 
anvthing else. 

The steel situation has not im- 
proved to any great extent because 
of the railroad situation, although 
in some directions there apepars to 
be a betterment in the car and fuel 
supply. Many manufacturers are 
buving pig iron or finished stecl, 
and still suffer for lack of raw 
material, but this is true of manu- 
facturers generally.
